US. Must Return

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
Monday ordered into immediate 
effect its decisions that the AAA 
Act was unconstitutional and that 
$200,000,000 of processing taxes im- 
pounded in federal courts must be 
returned to the taxpayers. 

This action overruled a request 
of the government that it be grant- 
ed the usual 25 days for filing a 
request for a reconsideration of the 
rulings. The announcement was 
made through the clerk's office. 

The court also denied the gov- 
ernment's request for a rehearing 
of the decision in the rice millers’ 
case ordering impounded proces- 
sing taxes returned.

LONDON, Jan. 21.—Edward VIII 
| issued his first public command as 
King shortly after he returned from 
Sandringham to London by airplane 
today, calling on the court to ob- 
serve nine months’ mourning for 
his father, King George V. 

He arrived at Hendon airdrome 
at 12:15 p.m. (6:15 a.m., C.S.T.) and 
drove in an automobile to York 
house, his official residence when 
Prince of Wales. 

The new King, first British mon- 
arch to use a plane, took off from 
Bircham Newton airport near Sand- 
ringham on the 100-mile flight to 
London, accompanied by his bro- 
ther, the Duke of York, heir-pre- 
sumptive to the throne. His priv- 
ate pilot sat at the controls. 

He and the Duke of York had 
worked with palace officials 
throughout the early morning, 
drawing up final plans for the late 
King’s funeral.

This procedure follows that 
which obtained at the death of 
King Edward VII and the accession 
of King George V. When King 
George ascended the throne a royal 
salute was fired and flags half- 
masted for the death of King Ed- 
ward were run up to full mast. 

Following the formal accession 
they were half-masted again until 
after the funeral. The number of 
guns fired on the day of King Ed= 
ward's funeral was 68. 

The day of His Majesty's funeral 
will be proclaimed a day of mourn- 
ing in Canada, and all activity will 
cease except those essential to pub- 
lic services, 

While the late King lies dead in 

England, Canada must follow the 
Empire lead with respect to the 
new Ksng, and as the Accession 
Council decides on the accession 
of King Edward VIII, the Privy 
Council in Canada must record the 
decision of the Canadian people; 
for Edward VIII becomes King of 
Canada in fact as well as head of 
the British Empire. 

The flag on the Parliament build- 
ings flies at half-mast and all other 
flags have been lowered to half- 
mast to mark the King’s passing. 


ELLSWORTH TO

ENTERS PERIOD 
OR KING 


Activity Is | 
Halted When 
News Heard 


By the Canadian Press 

In a gesture made dramatic 
by its wholehearted spontane- 
iy, Canadians in every sphere 
of life abandoned virtually 
every activity last night with- 
in a few moments after word 
flashed across the country 
that the King was dead. The 
Dominion entered a period of 
deep mourning. 

Music and dancing in hotel din- 
ing rooms ceased on the instant 
that the report from Sandringham 
became known. Beer taverns in 
most provinces closed doors at 
once. Every sign of gaiety was 
quickly banished from the Cana- 
dian scene. 

« Newspapers in all parts of the 
country rushed extra editions 
into the streets with brief an- 
nouncements that the beloved 
monarch was dead and with 
stories detailing the principal 
events of his quarter-century 
reign. 

It became immediately evident 
that Canada would join with the 
rest of the British Empire on the 
day of the funeral by holding spe- 
cial services in churches. All bus- 
iness will be suspended during the 
period of the funeral services, 


FAR-REACHING EFFECT 

In government quarters the death 
of His Majesty will have a far- 
reaching effect. Scarcely had the 
Sandringham announcement been 
received when Lieutenant Governor 
Herbert A. Bruce of Ontario signed 
a proclamation in Toronto postpon- 
ing indefinitely the opening of the 
Ontario legislature, scheduled for 
today.

Official Regrets to be For- 
warded Through Otte- 
wa Channels 


Mayor Joseph A. Clarke, K.C., 
also expressed his regret on behalf 
of the citizens of Edmonton, and 
stated that official regrets would 
be forwarded hrough the usual 
channels to Ottawa.

When the news reached London's 
east end, Rabbis called congrega- 
tions together and ancient prayers 
of mourning, thousands of years old, 
were recited in the synagogues. 
SIGN STOPS OPERATING 

A huge electric bulletin board in 
Piccadilly Circus, which had been 
displaying news of the King’s con- 
dition, stopped operating a few 
minutes before the word of his 
death came from Sandringham. 

The drive in front of Buckingham 
Palace was packed with waiting 
thousands when the bulletin was 
posted. Occasionally a woman 
fainted in the jam and had to be 
carried away. 


CROWD SILENT 

As the last bulletin was posted 
men bared their heads. For many 
minutes, the crowd stood silently, 
then started moving off in little 
groups. 

The death of the King was the 
one topic of conversation in West 
End restaurants which were filled 
in the early morning hours with 
sorrowing men and women. They 
had remained up to read the full 
details of His Majesty’s last hours.

Attend Meeting Of Council 


On his arrival in London he will attend a meeting of the 
accession council, at which the Archbishop of Canterbury | 
and the home secretary, Sir John Simon, also will be present. 


He indicated he would adopt the title King Edward 
VIM through a message he sent to the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don announcing his father’s death. His grand ather, who 
died in 1910 and was succeeded by King George V, was 
Edward VII. 

A bulletin by the King’s physicians said: 


Death Came Peacefully 


“Death came peacefully to the King at 11:55 p.m. last 
night in the presence of Her Majesty, the Queen, the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of York, the Princess Royal, the Duke 
and Duchess of Kent.” 

It was signed “Willans, Hewett and Dawson.” 

Almost precisely at midnight the lowering of the flag 
that fluttered above Sandringham house gave mute an- 
nouncement of the end. 

It was only Friday afternoon that the public learned 
the King was confined to his room with a cold. A first bul- 
letin issued on the King’s condition thet night disclosed he 
had suffered an attack of bronchial catarrh, accompanied 
by heart weakness. 

His strength slowly ebbed and his heart action slowed 
down. The King died peacefully without pain. 


Knew End Was Near . 
Knowing the end was near, the Royal Family remained

SANDRINGHAM, Jan. 21—In- 
stantly upon the death of King 
George V the Prince of Wales 
automatically succeeded to the 
Crown, which is the legal link be- 
tween the peoples of the British 
Empire. 

Ever since the days of Henry VIII 
the cry “The King is dead, God 
Save the King!” has signified there 
is no interregnum 

The new king is the first bachelor 
to succeed to the throne since 
George III who, however, married

As quickly as the new reign be- 
gan, ritual laid down by constitu- 
tional law and tradition set im mo- 
tion the proclaiming of the death 
of the former monarch and the ac- 
cession of the new.

King George V. began life as a sailor. He 
joined the Royal Navy as a cadet when twelve 
years old, served his apprenticeship in the usual 
way, and climbed the ladder until he was the 
commander of a gun boat on the:North Atlantic 
station when, at twenty-seven years of age, the 
death of his older brother made him heir to 
the crown. His early training was thus that of 
a naval! officer, not a ruler, and his record gave 
promise of a distinguished career in his chosen 


profession when unexpected circumstances 


nominated him as successor to his father, Ed- 
ward VII, The young commander faced the 
new situation with characteristic energy and 
good sense. If he was to be King he would 
qualify for the duties. While still Duke of 
York, accompanied by his wife, he made an 
extended tour of the Empire, visiting Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa and Canada. 
That tour gave him an acquaintanceship with

I never met John Gilbert, but I seem to 
remember him from his earliest appearances 
and we had two rather remote contacts through 
others.

The schooner was the Mabel Dell, built or- 
iginally for the Government of Canada to act 
as survey ship for the Queen Charlotte Islands 
and christened “Naden.”

Captain J. W. Hobbs who owned and sailed her 
took a great interest in the R.C.N.V.R. boys 
from his own days in Navy and in the Naval 
Air Force, and usually took a dozen boys with 
him for sea experience. 

We had the Mabel Dell entered in the cross- 
Pacific yacht race and were looking forward 
to a great experience and to bringing the cup 
to Canada when a business disaster called Capt. 
Hobbs to England. He managed to straighten 
out his business troubles so well that he returned 
on a luxurious steam yacht, to sell the Mabel 
Dell to John Gilbert, 

I've scanned many a Hollywood film in vain 
for a glimpse of the Mabel Dell, hoping to see 
her in a sea picture. The last conversation 
Manager Walter Wilson of the Capitol had with 
John Gilbert, the actor, was telling of the prow- 
ess of his great schooner. I hope he enjoyed her 
as much as I did. One of the Latin poets has 
some lines to the effect that the humblest slave 
in Pompey’s garden owned the beauty of the 
garden as much as Pompey did. Except that I 
hadn't $60,000 invested in her, and didn’t have 
to pay the bills for grub—and we ate well—I 
got as much joy out of the Mabel Dell as her 
owner did. I hope whoever gets her after John 
Gilbert will be good to her. 

Some of the old sailormen in Vancouver 
who read Ronald Kenvyn’'s interesting sea col- 
umn “Over the Foreyard” in the Vancouver 
Province, have been swapping reminiscences 
about the Great Eastern. She was the first at- 
tempt at a mammoth super-liner. While a fail- 
ure, she was a glorious failure. 

I, K. Brunel, famous engineer, designed the 
giant craft for the China trade. She was 700 feet 
in length. The double bottom idea and rein- 
forced keel that Brunel designed in 1851 have 
been used in great liners ever since. His great 
trouble was lack of power. He was building be- 
fore the invention of the triple expansion en- 
gine, whereby three impulses instead of one 
are obtained from steam. Nor had the science of 
the screw propellor been advanced to its pres- 
ent high efficiency. So Brunel had to power his 
giant ship with paddle wheels as well as a 
Single screw propellor. In addition, on her six 
masts, she carried a spread of 6500 square yerds 
of canvas. 

Ill-luck attended her at her birth. She was 
to be a side-ways launch, and in trying to brake 
the speed of her descent she stopped and for 
three months hung on the ways. She was no 
great success in the China trade, nor was she 
adapted for the Atlantic trade. Her grevtest 
service was in laying the Atlantic cable. After 
thirty years or more of less ineffectual service 
the great ship with her splendid iron hull was 
broken up. 

At the risk of being listed as a patriarch or 
a member of the Ananias Club, let me say that 
I am one of the few people alive who have seen 
the Creat Eastern at sea under her own power. 

It happened thus: One morning in. 1888 my 
t brother, aged 1%, was missing from his 
Ten days later came word back by a pilot 
that he had taken a “pier-head jump” on 
a sailing ship bound round the Horn for Chili, 
That settled my career. I was about ten and 
next in turn to run away to sea. So my father, 
an old sea salt who believed in drastic remedies 
took me away with him to sicken me of the 
sea. He succeeded—temporarily. It was while 
outward-bound down the Irish Sea, that we 
saw the Great Eastern, proceeding to Livere 
pool under her own power, to go to the grave- 
yard for ships 

The "P.L.A. Monthly,” the interesting maga- 
zine issued by the Port of London Authority, in 
its January issue has some interesting memor- 
ies of the auction sale of the Great Eastern in 
1888. It say

Passing Show | More About Mucous Colitis SIDE GLANCES-~8y George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In the article for yesterday, I explained that 
one of the chief symptoms seen in mucous 
colitis in an increased secretion of mucus, 
which then appears in noticeable quantities in 
the intestinal elimination, Usually, the abnormal 
secretion occurs in “crisis periods” or follow- 
ing periods when the patient 
has been on a strain. During 
one of these crisis periods, 
the mucus may be so abun- 
dant as to form the chief part 
of the elimination. Quite 
often, the intestinal elimina- 
tion will become extremely 
frequent, and may occur 
several times each day. 

In the beginning, the ef. 
Dr cretion of mucus in abnormal 

. amounts may be the only sign 
of the disorder. After a long period, other 
symptoms appear and the patient will complain 
of abdominal soreness or tenderness, the sen- 
sation of tenderness becoming very noticeable 
at the height of the attacks. It is especially 
significant that these patients do not stand 
strain well and over-react to it; for this reason, 
the most marked symptoms will develop 
immediately following an emotional strain. 
The digestive symptoms associated with mucous 
colitis include lack of appetite, nausea, heart- 
burn and flatulence. 

It must be remembered that the alimentary 
canal is one long tube and inflammation or 
irritation present in any ene part of it is likely 
to be accompanied by disturbances arising in 
other parts. This explains why irritation in the 
extreme lower part of the tube is so commonly 
accompanied by digestive disturbances arising 
in the stomach or small intestine, which are 
located toward the upper part of the tube. 
Generally, the functioning of the small intestine 
will be interfered with, and this may in tarn 
be sufficient to slow up the process of assimil- 
ation, which process chiefly occurs in the small 
intestine. As a result of the interference 
with assimilation, the patient may gradually 
lose in weight and finds it difficult to gain back 
the pounds that have been lost. 

In addition to the digestive symptoms, 
patient may note other symptoms such 
chilliness or numbness of the hands or 
headache, rapid beating of the heart, trembling, 
nervous chills, and a_ sensation of anxiety. 
Attacks of diarrhea may alternate with periods 
during which the elimination is very sluggish.

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While the healthy colon does not absorb toxins 
to any great extent, this rule is set aside when 
the colon is irritated; therefore, the absorption 


of poisons from the intestinal tract may take 
place as the result of colitis. The self-poisoning 
which follows will then further interfere with 
normal well-being. 

An acute attack of colitis may result from 
several exciting causes, such as the use of 
incorrectly combined meals, the use of foods 
which are difficult to digest, and the use of 
strong laxatives. As a result of these irritating 
causes, the mucous membrane is stimulated to 
secrete an unusual amount of mucus, similar to 
the abnormal secretion of mucus which occurs 
in the nose during a head cold. In fact, mucous 
colitis should be considered a catarrhal inflam- 


mation, and the successful treatment is similr 


to that which would prove of value in over- 
coming catarrhal inflammation in any other 
part of the body, whether in the nose, throat, 
middle ear, sinuses, or elsewhere

Go ahead and use the pans 
you now have and give your family the plea- 
sure of enjoying well-cooked meats and vege- 
tables.

Farm Women Will Persevere 


In Policy of Progressive 
Action, President States 


OPE that the decisions reached 
by the United Farm Women of 
‘Alberta in conference this week 
will be in keeping with the “pro- 
gressive thought and action of 
those who seek a new day with a 
happier order of society” was ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Robert Price, 
president of the U.F.W.A., when she 
gave her address at the opening 
session of the conference in the 
Masonic Temple on Tuesday morn- 
ing. Greetings had been extended 
the delegates from His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, the Hon. Wil- 
liam Aberhart, premier of Alberta 
and His Worship Mayor Clarke, and 
the conference launched promptly 
into the discussion of measures for 
the welfare of the people, especially 
those residing in rural districts 
and farms of Alberta, which the 
UFW.A, although disposed in 
party from government influence, 
still adhere to, in voicing their 
policies for better advanced legisla- 
tion 
Mrs. Price, in mentioning the 
coming of age of the women's or- 
ganization, gave a review of its 
founding in 1915, when the con- 
stitution of the U.F.A. was adopted 
by the women. The following year 
committees on health education and 
young people's work were estab- 
lished, study of legislation followed 
at the next session and the women 
commenced a systematic investiga- 
tion which ultimately resulted in 
the smoothing of the way for many 
women in the province, uncon- 
cerned, individually, with the pro- 
gram before their organizing, fore- 
sighted associates. 


BROADENED INTERESTS 


“Interests broadened through the 
years, until now there are com- 
mittees on horticulture, handicrafts, 
home economics, immigration, child 
welfare, mental hygiene, prison re- 
form . cll phases of social life,” 
Mrs. Price continued. Upon the 
granting of the establishment of 
municipal hospitals, the organiza- 
tion interested itself in all health 
matters. Through their urgency the 
Sterilization Act was passed, mak- 
ing possible the extermination of 
venereal disease. Further measures 
made the U.F.A. government the 
Jeaders in health and legislation in 
the Dominion, she pointed out. 
MATERNITY FUND 
SERVICE 

“Since its inception, the Alberta 
Maternity Fund has also won from 
our women a general response,” 
Mrs. Price added. “Probably it 
would be well to take a few mo- 
ments to explain this fund. In our 
province, as you know, we had 
and still have poverty, and very 
often it is in the home where dire 
need is the greatest that the little 
new life is born. State and church 
oppose making legal the Family 
Limitation Clinic, but the men who 
compose these courts are not so 
keen on seeing to it that govern- 
ments give to the expectant needy 
mother a grant to tide her over in 
her hour of anguish, and so in this 
province we have a Maternity Fund 


Committee—not a government af- 
fa.r—but composed of representa- 
tives of organ'zcd women, the 
1O.D.E., W.I. and U.F.W.A., and to 


the chairman of that committee go! 


the layettes for the tiny babe, and 
no woman who requires aid is ever 
turned down if supplies are on the 
cupboard shelves. In this, as in 
other avenues of helpfulness, 
U.F.W.A. has made generous con- 
tribution, In fact, those who are 
fainiliar with the work and inter- 
est of our group are proud with us 
of the achievements of the 21 years 
of organized effort.” 

Mrs, Price deplored the seeming 
defeat of their well established and 
advanced measures, but stated that 
“political activities are not

MONETARY REFORM 


Monetary reform, he said, will as- 
sist, but only to a limited extent, in 
solving present day economic prob- 
lems. 


"I am fully convinced that the 
real problem is to be found in the 
private ownership of the means of 
production,” Mr. Gardiner declar- 
ed. “Any program that fails to 
visualize the necessity of the public 
ownership of the means of produc- 
tion, although affording temporary

A little later he was given eom- 
mand of the Thrush, a gunboat, and 
sent with it to the West Indies. 
There he devoted himself to his job 
and had a thorough good time at 
it, Thoughts of empire were very 
far away.

There were actually in the 
German army officers who held 
English titles and had the right to 
vote in the British House of Lords 
The times were ticklish. An unwise 
or unpopular sovereign, in the place 
of George V, might easily have lost 
his throne in those early days of 
the war. 


RETAINS HIS THRONE 

But George V did not. He bore 
himself with a good deal of real 
wisdom and tact. When the first 
troops went out the 
emphasis was laid, not on the name 
of the king, but on the name of 
Kitchener, The family name of the 
royal house was unostentatiously 
changed to Windsor. The King 
subordinated himself, and gradual- 
ly won something that he had 
never had before--genuine popu- 
larity with his subjects,

FRIEND OF ALL 


The King on the same occasion 
referred to the world's troubles and 
observed: “It is good to think that 
}our own family of people is at peace 
in itself and united in one desire to 
be at peace with other nations—a 
friend of all and enemy of none.” 

Perhaps the widest appeal of all 
in the message was in the paragraph 
in which the King fervently voiced 
jhis “truest Christmas wishes and 
those of my dear wife, my children 
and my grandchildren, who are with 
me today,” for similar family gath- 
erings of the empire to the utter- 
most corners of the earth. 

George, Duke of York at the age 
of 26, then had little thought that 
he would ever ascend the throne. 
But he succeeded Edward VII in 
1910, at 44 years of age. 

And he held the throne through 
a period of unparalleled world up- 
heaval in which crowns throughout 
the world were thrown in the dust 
and their wearers were banished or 
butchered, to emerge more strongly 
entrenched than ever as the leader 
of a great democratic empire. 


DEMOCRATIC KING 

George V will go down in his- 
tory as the Democratic King. He 
and his family through his long 
reign were close to the hearts of 
their subjects, whether at home or

sages of sympathy. The King left 
Bognor for Windsor, May 15, Plans 
were made for a thanksgiving ser- 
vice at Westminster Abbey in June, 
but it was announced the King had 
a feverish attack and was in bed. 
His Majesty nevertheless was able 
to carry out the formalities under 
which Ramsay MacDonald became 
head of the second Labor governs 
ment, following general elections, 
Mr, MacDonald and Lord Sankey, 
the new lord chancellor, replaced 
Mr. Baldwin and Lord Hailsham on 
the council of state. 

In July His Majesty returned to 
London after nearly five months’ 
absence, and was given a tumultue 
ous welcome, The postponed thanks- 
giving service was held on July 7, 
similar services being held through- 
out the empire 

Nearly $2,000,000 was subscribed 
to the National Thankoffering fund 
for the King’s recovery, which was 
devoted to the purchase of radium 
and the general assistance of vari- 
ous hospitals, 

Once more that year His Majes- 
ty’s health failed, and @ further 
Operation was necessary. 

It was not until November, 1929, 
after 12 months intermittent illness, 
that the King was able gradually 
to resume his normal activities. 


IMPERIAL PARLEY 

In January, 1930, King George 
opened the naval conference at St. 
James’ Palace, This year, indeed, 
was notable for historic conferences 
in London. There was the Imperial 
conference in October and the In- 
dian Round Table conference the 
following month, both of which 
were also opened by the King, his 
speech on both occasions being 
broadcast throughout the Empire.

Humphreys Speaks 
Of Big Happenings 


Great Announcer Adored 
Fighters; Rose To 
Great Heights 


(This is third of six articles 
on Joe Humphreys, daddy of 
sports announcers.)

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Most an- 
nouncers start fights cold and a 
great majority of them wind up | 
that way. Joe Humphreys be- 
came the greatest of all master 
of ceremonies at fistic encounters, 
to use the title he selected for 
himself, because he steamed up a 
show quicker than Jimmy Dur- 
ante heated up a night club. 

Anybody who adored great 
fighters as did Humphreys 
couldn't miss getting many a thrill 
out of introducing the principals 
in more than 20,000 contests over 
a stretch of 45 years. Joe the 
Beaut was at his best when one 
of his kind of fighters stood ready 


to lash himself into battle—a Mc- 


Govern, a Dempsey, a Leonard, a | 


Joe Lynch, a Greb, or a McLarn- 
in, particularly if the slightest 
trace of Irish blood coursed in 
his veins. 

Humphreys attained a dizzier 
height every time Lynch squared 
off with Little Jack Sharkey, and 
they had it out on eight occasions. 
Lynch always was good for a 
three-minute oration that finished 
with “the fighting Irish-American 
from the west side and the ban- 
tam weight cham-peen of the 
wor-r-ld!” Little Jack Sharkey 
was “the Italian-American game- 
cock.” Humphreys, the master 
showman, had their respective 
followings on the edge of their 
seats and glaring at one another 
after they had raised the roof of 
the old Garden, 


BIG THRILLER 

Looking back, Humphreys says 
he obtained a tremendous kick 
out of his first important assign- 
ment outside of New York—the 
introduction of Terry McGovern 
and Young Corbett in San Fran- 
cisco, March, 31, 1903. 

The Beaut admits that his pulse 
quickened that afternoon at 
Boyle's Thirty Acres when he led 
Georges Carpentier front and 
center, reminded 75,000 persons 
that he was “the soldier idol of 
Old France,” and motioned to the 
band to strike up the “Marseil- 
laise.” Introducing Dempsey and 
Luis Angel Firpo, and Dempsey 
and Gene Tunney before 105,000 
people at Soldiers Field would 
make any spine tingle, but Hum- 
phreys’ biggest moment in a ring 
came the night that Charles A. 
Lindbergh flew to Le Bourget. 


AS LINDY FLEW 

A restless crowd eagerly await- 
ed the start of the Jack Sharkey- 
Jim Maloney scrap at the Yankee 
Stadium when operators at the 
ringside received word that Lind- 
bergh was well across the Atlan- 
tic.

NEXT BEST THRILL 
Humphreys believes that his 


next biggest thrill came the night 
he succeeded in getting Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith to his first and 
only fight and introducing him 
from the ring as “the idol of the 
sidewalks of New York.” The oc- 
casion was Anne Morgan's show 
for devastated France at the old 
Garden in 1921, Humphreys con- 
tends that that production did 
more for boxing than any other 
one thing since it was restored to 
good standing following the war. 
They still talk of the main event 
that night, too. Ritchie Mitchell 
had the great Benny Leonard in 
the resin before being knocked 
out in the sixth round, 


Humphreys likes to speak of 
the reception that State Senator 
James J. Walker got at the old 
Garden when Joe the Beaut in- 
troduced the man who legalized 
the game in New York, 


JOHN L.'s LAST 


Nor will Humphreys ever for- 
get the last appearance in the 
ring ‘of the one and only John L. 
Sullivan, It was at the Jess Wil- 
lard-Frank Moran engagement at 
the old Garden in 1916, which was 
Tex Rickard's first promotorial 
effort in Manhattan, by the way. 
James J, Corbett and Bob Fitz- 
simmons also were present and 
Joe the Beaut introduced them 
with a rare flow of superlatives. 


Joe the Beaut had prepared a 
speech for Sullivan, but it didn’t 
seem to fit after he had spilled so 
many fancy phrases on Gentle- 
man Jim and Ruby Robert. After 
all, Sullivan was the best-loved 
ringman in history. The situation 
called for something simple. 


Somebody had handed Hum- 
phreys the belt of colors that Sul- 
livan wore when. he fought Char- 
ley Mitchell at Chantilly a gen- 
eration before. 

As the announcer rested his 
hand on John L.’s shoulder and 
brought down the house with 
“The Noblest Roman of Them 
All,” he gradually drew the silk 
colors from his inside pocket, and 
asked Corbett to present them to 
the Boston Strong Boy of long 
ago, 

“As Corbett gave them to Sul- 
livan, John L. sobbed, kissed the 
silk flag, tenderly placed it in the 
vest pocket next to his heart, 
shook hands all around, and left,” 
relates Humphreys. “John L. had 
done everything else in a ring, 
but waited until his last appear- 
ance to cry.”
